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EARLY GOOCH HISTORY 


Sunmarized by Mrs. Virginia Gooch Watson, January 28, 1982, 
from personal research and the research of 7 other Gooch 
descendants. These researchers have worked many years, some 
in the early 1900's, and currently. There are three profess- 
ional genealogists, one a trust attorney and could be a pro- 
fessional genealogist if desiredand other interested persons. 
Research has been done at the Virginia State Library, North 
Carolina State Archives, National Archives, other libraries 
in these states, William & Mary College Library (Gooch manu- 
scripts), the York County, Virginia, county records (every- 
thing there including wills, deeds, marriages, court records, 
etc., available on York County), Va. Patent Books; Caswell 
County, North Carolina county records- I have copies of all 
Caswell County records-wills, settlements of estates, court 
records, powers of attorney, deeds, marriages, cemetery 
records and pictures, everything in the Caswell County Court- 
house. Have deeds from Granville County, North Carolina, 
issued to William Gooch,formerly of Hanover County,Va., and 
when sold his land in Granville, he moved to Caswell County, 
N.C. The regular sources like Tyler's Quarterly, Wm. & Mary 
Quarterly, Hening's Statutes, Va. Mag. of Hist., and many 
other Virginia books, county historie's, etc., too numerous 
to mention on this summary. If I ever have time, the sources 
can be duly noted and proof can be checked by others, when- 
ever I compile the Gooch history that I plan someday to do! 
Until then, following is a summary of the Gooch family begin- 
ning in England and following the immigrants to America and 
on down to the Revolutionary War patriot. The link between 
William Gooch, Revolutionary War Patriot, and his father has 
yet to be proved with hard proof and not just circumstantial. 
However, with time that may be possible. 

There are additional papers that may reveal the parentage 
of William Gooch, that may become available. They are still 
in individual hands, the lady is nearly 90 years old, and 
at her death the papers are supposed to. be placed in a library. 
If this occurs, perhaps it will open the door with absolute 
proof. She is the only person that does have the papers that 
have not been seen by the descendants of William Gooch, 
Revolutionary War patriot.She too, is his descendant, but 
has not allowed anyone to view the manuscripts. So until 
those papers become available, the search will continue. 

It is also possible that in the Virginia State Library new 
manuscripts have been donated there that might help as it 
has been about 10 years since the professional genealogists 
searched at the Virginis State Library for manuscripts.. 


GOOCH 


WILLIAM GOOCH was a resident of Benacre Hall in England, 
the Gooch ancestral home, was a son of William Gooch b. 
1571 and Martha Lawyer. 


William Gooch of Benacre Hall married Elizabeth Baspole 
and had 6 known children. 


Two of their children came to the American colonies - 
Major William Gooch, b. 1626 and d. 26 October 1655 in 
York County. Va., and Lieut. Col. Henry Gooch. It is 
from Lt. Col. Henry Gooch that our line descends. 


Note: the brother to William Gooch of Benacre Hall was 
was Thomas Gooch whose son was the Royal Governor of 
Virginia, Sir William Gooch who married Lady Rebecca 
Staunton. Their only child, William Gooch, married 
Eleanor Bowles of Maryland, but William died young 

with NO heirs. His wife, Eleanor Bowles Gooch later 
married Warner Lewis & had several children. But there 
are no heirs to Governor William Gooch of Virginia. 


LT. COL HENRY GOOCH, born about 1625, died after 1677, 
prob. 1680, at his homeplace on Pamulkey Valley,Va. 
Served as High Sherrif of York Co., Va., a number of 
years and was a member of the Governors Council in 

1657 and an officer in the Colonial War. He also fought 
in Bacon's Rebellion but did not take a leading part, 
and therefore his fine for doing so was very light. 


He married twice: 


lst. to Mrs. Millicent Goodwin Kinsey, widow of Robert 
Kinsey. Thery married in 1656 in York Co., Va., or by 
1656. 


They had one son, WILLIAM GOOCH, born in the 1650's. 


2nd marriage to Jane Jones, daughter of Rev. Rowland 
Jones, Sr., and sister to Rev. Rowland Jones, Jr. They 
had 4 children - Henry, Rowland, Joan and Elizabeth. 

The above Joan Gooch married Peake and Elizabeth married 
a Dickerson. 


Mrs. Jane Gooch wrote her will 10 Feb. 1701. 


WILLIAM GOOCH, born in the 1650's, son of Lt. Col. Henry 
Gooch and wife, Millicent Goodwin Kinsey. 

Married Ursula Claiborne, daughter of Col. William Clai- 
borne and Elizabeth Wilkes. The will of Ursula's brother 
William Claiborne in 1705, mentions his sister and her 
husband by name and their only child, Claiborne Gooch. 


— 


William Claiborne remembered them very generously and 
also remembered other members of the family, nieces, 
& nephews, friends, etc. It has been said that William 
and Ursula Gooch had another child, William Gooch, but it 
1s doubtful because had the child been living in 1705, 
Ursula's brother would have mentioned them in his will 
since he remembered all other family members and Ursula's 
One child, Claiborne. 


4. CLAIBORNE GOOCH, born about 1682, died after 1748, about 
1750, was the ONLY PROVEN CHILD OF WILLIAM AND URSULA 
GOOCH. 


Claiborne married a Thompson girl, and had a son, Clai- 
borne Gooch and other possible sons were: William, Thomas, 
and a Rowland who recd. the father's Claiborne land on 
Pamulkey River. 


5. CLAIBORNE GOOCH (no.2) born 1707, died about 1775. 

6. WILLIAM GOOCH of Caswell Co., N.C. & Rev. War Patriot, 
born about 1725 in Hanover Co., Va., died 1802 in Caswell, 
Co., Naik: 


CLAIBORNE GOOCH (no,3) born about 1730 or 1735, died 
about 1810. He had the ferry in 1792 on the Pamulkey 
River. 


These two were probably brothers. 


WILLIAM GOOCH OF Caswell Co., N.C. had 12 children, 7 
of whom came to Tennessee. One of his children was 
named Claiborne Gooch, for his ancestor, and he in turn 
had a namesake in Tennessee. Nathaniel named his son 
John Claiborne Gooch who became a doctor and built 
"Goochland" in Smyrna, Tenn. 


The Claiborne name has continued in every generation, 

both with the male Gooch line and the daughters naming 
children qith he name Claiborne. There are 8 John Claiborne 
Gooche's since William Gooch of Caswell Co., N.C. not 

all in a direct line. Also, in nearly all generations, 
the first child was named William (in the early gener- 
ations). 


Note; Millicent Goodwin (Goodwyn) Kinsey (widow of Robert 

Kinsey) and wife of Lt. Col, Henry Gooch, was of one 

of the leading families of York Co., Va. She was the 

sister of Major James Goodwin who was magistrate of 

York Co., served as burgess from York Co., and as 

Speaker of the House of Burgesses. 

The one son born of Henry and Millicent Gooch was named 
GY William, prob. for Col. Henry's deceased brother, Major 

William Gooch, whose estate Col. Henry was settling at < 

the time of his son's birth. ie 


THE GOOCH FAMILY IN WILLIAMSON COUNTY, TENNESSEE

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The same courage and fortitude in those emigrants to America 
from England prevailed in their descendants in the late 1700's and 
early 1800's when the Cooch name made its entry into Williamson 
County, Tennessee, 

The Gooch family is centuries old in England, being of the 
landed gentry, and produced many illustrious figures on both sides 
of the ocean, The most famous in the colonies was the royal governor 
of Virginia from 1727 to 1749 (22 years), Sir William Gooch, for whom 
Goochland County Virginia, was named. Although Sir William Gooch was 
very prominent in Virginia history, it is to his uncle, Lt. Col. Henry 
Gooch we turn to to begin this particular Gooch history. Lt. Col Henry 
Gooch and his brother, Major William Gooch, came to the colonies prior 
to 1650 settling in York County, Virginia. Major William Gooch, born in 
England, was a member of the Virginia Council from 1652 to 1655 when he 
died at the age of 29 at his home in Yorktown. His brother, Henry, 
also born in England, served as high sheriff of York County, Virginia, 
for many years, was a member of the Governor's Council in 1657, an 
officer in the Colonial Wars, and fought in Bacons rebellion. Lt. Col. 
Henry married twice, but it is from his first marriage to Millicent 
Kinsey that it is believed the middle Tennessee family of Gooches 
descended, Although the link between Lt. Col. Henry Gooch and William 

1 Gooch, my earliest proven ancestor in the colonies, has not been estab- 
(a lished, I believe this link does exist- I just have to find it, 

When the colonies took up arms against England to fight for their 
independence, William Gooch of Hanover County, Virginia, and later 
Caswell County, North Carolina, enlisted 11 November 1777 for 3 years, 
as a private in Taylor's Company, 1st North Carolina Battalion and Corp. 
Hogg's Company, living in the Hillsboro district during the Revolutionary 
War, It is believed that William Gooch married twice, although his first 
wife is unknown she is thought to have been a Hart. His second marriage 
was to Frances Rice, William had a total of 12 children, the seven 
youngest of whom appear to be the children of Frances Rice. They were; 


William Gooch, Jr. m, Mary Fanning 5 Dec, 1798 Caswell Co., 
N.C,., had 10 children; d. Jan. 1832 in Caswell 
Co., N.C. 

James Gooch, m. Elisabeth Kelly 3 Aug. 1785 in Caswell Co., 
N.C.; d. after 1826 in Allen Co., Kentucky. 

David Gooch, b. 11 April 1763 prob. in Va., d. 21 Sept. 1831 
in Williamson Co., Tenn.; m, Jane Williams 19 
Dec. 1788 Caswell Co., N.C., had 13 children. 

Nathaniel Gooch, b. 10 Oct. 1768 in Va. or Granville Co., 
N.C., d 30 Oct. 1841 in Rutherford Co., Tenn.; 
m., Martha (Patsey) Tait 7 Dec. 1797, Caswell C., 
N.C., had 4 children. 
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John Claiborn Gooch, d, 9 April 1804 Caswell Co., K.C., 
S never married 
Thomas Gooch, b. 12 Dec. 1777 prob. in N.C.; d. 5 Oct. 1817 
in Williamson Co., Tenn.; m. Mary Elizabeth 
Anthony 13 Aug. 1799 Caswell Co., N.C; 
had 3 children, 
Mary Gooch, d, 1824; m. John Sneed 25 March 1765, had 14 children; 
moved to South Carolina, then to Mississippi. 
Elizabeth Gooch, b, 175?., d. 1826 in Rutherford Co., Tenn.; 
m, William Kimbrough, had 4 known boys. 
Sarah Gooch, m, William H, Rice 7 Sept., 1795 Caswell Co., N.C, 
Ann (Nancy) Gooch, b. about 1758, d. Jan. 1838; m. Jesse Benton 
in N.C., had 8 children, 
Polly (Mary) Gooch, m. Henry Williams 31 Dec. 1799 Caswell Co., N.C, 
Cisley Gooch, d. 1803 Caswell Co., N.C.; m. James Burk (Birk) 
32 July 1802 Caswell Co., N.C. 


William Gooch, the Revolutionary War veteran, d., 22 Dec. 1802 in 
Caswell Co., N.C., about age 72 or a little 
older, Seven of his twelve children came 
to middle Tenn., beginning in the late 1700's 
and early 1800's.All seven settled in what 
was then Davidson County, later Williamson 
and Rutherford counties. 

The land that his son, David Gooch,settled was in all three counties, 

Davidson, Rutherford and Williamson, thus being recorded in the records 
of all three counties. David's activities ranged mostly in Williamson 
and Rutherford counties. Even today the David Gooch Cemetery located on 
the original property has all three county lines meeting in the center 

of the cemetery, The Kimbrough's land was in both Davidson and Rutherford 
counties but very close to the Williamson line and to David Gooch. Thus 
the entire family of Gooches, except Nancy Benton, lived generally in the 
vicinity of Nolensville, LaVergne, and Smyrna. 

Following is a sketch of each of the seven children who came to 

Middle Tennessee listed in the order in which they settled in middle 
Tennessee; with the dates that they are believed to have arrived:

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A, MRS, ELIZABETH (GOOCH) KIMBROUGH 


The earliest settler in the middle Tennessee area was Mrs, 
Elizabeth (Gooch) Kimbrough (born about 1750 probably in Hanover Co., 
Virginia, Her husband, William Kimbrough, purchased a tract of 200 
acres in Davidson County, Tenn., on 27 December 1797. Earlier that 
year, in September, their son, John Kimbrough, ourchased one-half of 
lot #60 in the town of Nashville, These two men were the first 
Kimbrough's to settle in Davidson County. William's land was "on the 


west bank of the Stones River just ab the tion of Hurricane 
Creek," In 1799 William purchased an ECTS tet opts trac = 


an 


Both of William's tracts became a part of Rutherford Co., on 25 Oct. 
1803 when Rutherford Co., was formed; thus, William Kimbrough and 
his family were among the first settlers in Rutherford County. This 
land was close to the Davidson-Williamson county lines allowing many 
of their activities to be in Williamson County. 

In 1815, about a year before his death, William Kimbrough deeded 
his 250-acre tract in Rutherford Co., to his youngest son, Joseph A, 
Kimbrough. Here, Joseph later built his home which stood until the 
early 1900's when it was torn down. The house had cracked beyond 
reasonable repair because of the soft earth and lack of a proper 
foundation, but despite this weakness, the new home was built on the 
same site, The site is the same but the names describing the location 
have changed since then. Today, the homeplace is located in Roch 
Springs, or Waldron Road, near the Rutherford-Williamson county 
line and not far from Blue Lake Road where the original David Gooch 
family settled and his descendants still live. Joseph's great, great 
grandaughter, Mrs. Marion E, (Pearson) Kinnard and her husband, 

George A. Kinnard, were the last descendants to live on the Joseph 
Kimbrough place before selling the property in 1973, which consisted 
of 215 acres. 

William and Elizabeth (Gooch) Kimbrough were charter members of 
the Rock Springs Baptist Church in 1804, which was located a little 
over a mile south of their home, In 1832 when the church changed to 
Church of Christ, the Kimbroughs moved their affiliation to another 
Baptist church, and descendants are now Baptists, Methodists and 
Presbyterians. 

William and Elizabeth (Gooch) Kimbrough had 4 known sons, John, 
William G., Azariah and Joseph A., all born in North Carolina: (the 
name Kimbrough was shortened to Kimbro; the 4 boys used the shortened 
spelling): 

1. John Kimbro, born 11 April 1771, died 10 February 1852, 
married four times: 1st to Beth Ann Morton, 2d to Nancy Bearden, 
3d to Martha Walden and 4th to Tabitha Burnett. John had 8 children 
and served on the first Grand Jury of Rutherford County. He purchased 
land adjacent to his father's land on Hurricane Creek one quarter mile 
below the mouth of Hurricane Creek on the Stones River. He also 
purchased land in Davidson County, and it is on this land that the 
N.C. & St. L. train made a stop which was called "Kimbro Stayion.' 
John owned a total of 1004+ acres in Rutherford County by 1819 and 
a total of 1,142 acrea in Davidson County on the Mill, Dry and 
Hurricane creeks by 1840. He operated a mill on Mill Creek at the 
time of his death. He is buried in the Kimbro Cemetery on Pettus Road 
off Old Hickory Blvd., in District 6 of Davidson County on land now 
owned by the Turrentine Realty Co., of Nashville. Two of the great 
grand-childre of John are Samuel Ewing Kimbro if Antioch and Mrs William 
Puckett of Nolensville. 


2, WILLIAM G. (GOOCH?) KIMBRO, born 13 December 1780, died November, 
1824, married Lucinda Basye and had 5 children. Mrs, Mary Baird and 
‘iss Kathleen Robertson of Smyrna are his great grandaughters. 


3. AZARIAH KIMBRO, born 1 March 1783, d. 6 Feb. 1864; married 
Nancy Ann Basey and had three sons. Mrs. Nathaniel C. Beasley of 
Murfreesboro is Azariah's great, great grandaughter. 


4, JOSEPH A. KIMBRO, the youngest son, born 10 December 1790, 
died 1 November 1860, married his first cousin, Lucinda Tait Gooch 
2 January 1822. She was the daughter of Nathaniel and Martha (Tait) 
Gooch and the niece of Nrs. Elizabeth (Gooch) Kimbrough, Joseph's mother. 
Lucinda was born 24 March 1803 and died 14 August 1867. Lucinda and 
Joseph had 12 children. 

Joseph A, Kimbro acquired a total of about 1,089 acres in Rutherford 
County, most of which bordered Hart's Spring branch of Stewart's Creek, 
he after selling some, he owned a total of 614 acres at his death in 
1860. 

The original William Kimbrough died in 1816 and his wife, Elizabeth 
(Gooch) Kimbrough, died in 1826. Both were buried in the Kimbro 
Cemetery on the Joseph A. Kimbro place, This Cemetery was in continuous 
use from 1809 until 27 April 1927. When the Xinnards sold the land in 
1973, the cemetery was removed and the remains reinterred in Maple 
View Cemetery in Smyrna, Tennessee, 


B. MRS. ANN (NANCY) GOOCH BENTON 
The second child to come to middle Tennessee was Mrs. Ann 
(Nancy) Gooch Benton, widow of Jesse Benton and mother of the illustrious 
Senator from Missouri, Thomas Hart Benton. Ann (Nancy) Gooch Benton was 
born about 1758 in Virginia, the daughter of William Gooch and presumedly 
his first wife.

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION ON WILLIAM GOOCH SR. died 1802 


William Gooch Sr., Revolutionary War veteran who died 
22 December 1802 in Caswell Co., N.C. was originally from 
Hanover Co., Va., and William Gooch owned land in Hanover 
COo., Va., in 1750. William Gooch Sr., moved from Hanover Co., 
Va., to Granville Co., N.C. in 1764 as on 22 Sept. 1764 he 
purchase 700 acres in Granville, Co., N.C. from John Paschall. 
The deed states that William Gooch was from Hanover Co., N.C. 

(Granville Co., N.C. Deed Book G,p.313) 


William Gooch moved from Granville Co., to Caswell Co., 
N.C. by 1777 or before as he is listed on the 1777 Caswell 
Co., tax lists as living in the Gloucester District. 
(Kendall,Kathariene Kerr, Caswell Co.,N.C. Land Grants 
Tax Lists, State Census, Apprentice Bonds. Real Estate 
Records," page 28). 


On 25 June 1778 William Gooch Sr. of Caswell Cp. N.C. 
sold the 700 acres he owned in Granvilles Co. to Phileman 
Hillard of Granville Co. (Granville Co. N.C. Deed Book M.p.127) 


Between 1 October 1778 and 28 July 1779, William Gooch 
acquired by 4 separate land grants a total of 1,530 acres 
of land in the South Fork of Country Line Creek. (Kendall. 
K.K. Caswell Co., N.C. Land Grants, Tax Lists, State Census 
page 9). 


He continued to acquire land (some in 1783) and at one 
time owned 1,660 acres in Caswell Co. William Sr. did deed 
tracts of land to his children but retained his homeplace. 

On 28 Jan. 1793 and 15 Nov. 1801, he gave a total of 204 

acres to his son David Gooch, and on 15 March 1794 deeded 

179 acres to his son Nathaniel Gooch. Later he deeded to sons, 
Thomas and John etc., All of the land was on the south fork 

of Country Line Creek. The original deeds to David & Nathaniel 
are in the possession of Lt.Col. Christopher M Gooch of 
Clarksville, Tenn., but they are also recorded in Caswell Co., 
(Deed Bk. H, p.131, and 357, and Book M, p.208) This Country 
Line Creek area is also the same place as William Kimbrough 
lived, Wm. Gooch Sr's son-in-law.

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JOHN KIMBRO (April 11, 1771 - Feb. 10,1852) son of William 
and Elizabeth Kimbrough 


John Kimbro owned a total of 1004 1/4 acres in Ruther- 
County by 1819,and a total of 1142 acres in Davidson County 
on the Mill, Dry and Hurricane Creeks by 1840. At the time 
of his death in 1852, he had deeded and willed his remaining 
acres in Davidson Co., to his children and wife- total amount 
of acres in Davidson Co., in 1852 was 913 1/4. He sold his 
holdings in Rutherford Co., earlier.

John Kimbro married four times. Following are the names of 
his wives:

Thomas Hart Benton. So John Kimbro and Thomas Hart Bentom 
were first cousins and may have known each other well- hence 
John named a son after him.

On the statewide 1850 census, there is only one entry 
for a William Peyton Kimbro in the state and that was in 1850- 
same as above. 


In 1880, William Peyton was living ifn Davidson, Co. TN 
Dist 3, with a wife, Alley and a child Lucinda aged 2 years. 


William Peyton buried in the Eskridge Cemetery originally, 
which was west of Neil Bend and about 1.4 miles west of Stone's 
River Bank; 1 1/2 miles N.E of the Mason Cemetery. Reinterred 
by Army Corps of Engineers in the Mt. Juliet Cemetery. There 
were 13 unmarked graves in this cemetery in addition to the 
marked ones.

on Oct 6, 1877 and finally recorded on 16 November 1877 in the 
Rutherford Co. TN Record Book 26, pp 339-340, reel 268. She 
probably died in late Sept 1877 since it was presented to be 


recorded on 6 October. Possibly she was the daughter of Richard 


Basey. Also, she and Lucinda Basey, who married Wm. G. Kimbro 
(Azariah's brother) were possibly sisters. Nancy Ann Kimbto 
is probably buried in the Kimbro Cemetery on the Crockett 
Farm beside her husband; there are many tombstones broken and 
some turned over and not identified. It would be reasonable 
to assume since her husband and family were buried there, she 


is too.

Azariah Kimbro purchased on October 4, 1806, from Morris 
and Thomas Garrett, 480 Acres on Panther Creek, branch of 
West Fork of Stones River in Rutherford Co. TN. The land 
began at the John B. Creane's southeast corner, it being 
the north half of 960 acres deeded from John P Wiggin to 
Thomas Garrett. (Rutherford Co. TN Deed Book B. No.229). 

In addition to the above, Azariah received a total of 195 
acres in land grants between 1825 and 1834 as assignee. 

(He purchased the land grant). This land was all in Ruther- 
ford Co. one tract of 20 acres on Panther Creek; one 100 
acre tract on headwaters of Armstrong's Creek; another 24 
acre tract on headwaters of Armstrong's Creek, which bordered 
Azariah's property; and a final 50 acre tract on headwaters 
on Overales Creek, which also bordered Azariah's property. 


On the 1830 Rutherford Co. TN Census, p 322 and the Ruther- 
ford Co., Historical Society, Azariah and wife had 6 children- 
4 males and 2 females. In 1850 Azariah's occupation was a 
farmer with real estate valued at $7,800.

Botanico-Medical College. 


Dr. Rolly P.S. Kimbro also attended the Memphis Botanico- 
Medical College, session of 1846-1847 but appears not to 

have graduated from this school. He probably read with a 
private physician after this and then went into practice for 
himself-a standard procedure for the day. 

Rolly P.S. Kimbro married Sinai V. Crutcher on 15 October 1844 
in Williamson Co. TN. Bejack & Gardiner, Williamson CO., 
marriage records, p 152. 


Dr. Azariah Lycurgus Kimbro b 1825 near Murfreesboro, TN. 
d 1888 Buried in Elmwood Cemetery, Memphis on. 18 March 1888. 
Died in Memphis where he lived and practiced. 


Dr. Azariah Lycurgus Kimbro received his M.D. in 1846 from 

the Botanico-Medical College, of Cincinnati, Ohio. He practiced 
in Franklin, TN from 1846-48 then moved to Memphis, TN. In 

1849 he got "gold fever" and went to California where he re- 
mained until 1851. On the return trip he became ill at 

Darien and required several years to regain his health. In 1856 
he resumed his practice in Memphis He became a prominent user 
of electricity in medical therapy inl887 and opened an Electric 
Infirmary in Memphis. His activities explain why he did not 
appear on the 1850 census in the State of Tennessee. 


All of this information was received August 14, 1982, from 

Dr. S. R. Bruesch, Dept. of Anatomy at the University of Tenn. 
College of Medicine in Memphis. Dr. Bruesch is the only 
compiler in the State of TN., who has medical records of all 
doctors who practiced or were born in TN from 1796 to about 
1925. He plans to publish a book when he retires from his work. 
He is both a medical and a Ph. D. doctor.

In 1860, he was 
living in Civil District 14 of Rutherford Co., with the post 
office as Middleton - his occupation in 1860 was farmer. His 
real estate value was $28,000 and personal property value 
was $30,000 in 1860. 


The*™farm that John Basey Kimbro owned is where Mrs. Nathaniel 
Craig Beasley (nee Annie Mary Fletcher) now lives. She is the 
great grandchild of John Basey. It located on Salem Pike, 
Murfreesboro. On the 1878 map of Rutherford Co. by Beers, 
John Basey Kimbro lived in Civil District 12 and the home was 
called "Locust Grove", 


John Basey was the first president of the First National 
Bank at Murfreesboro and was a succesful business man. Mrs. 
Amanda Kimbro was also an enterprising and successful land 
owner, a member of the Baptist Church in Murfreesboro and a 
prominent and influential member of the community.
